Nov. ‘26 Serbia is starving, and men, women, child­ 
ren and even animals sire fleeing before the advancing hostile armies, 
and are dying from hunger by the roadsides.

A report was m a d e by the investi­ 
gating 
com m ittee on 
the charges 
mad * by R. R. Livingston that 
offer made by certain banks at m e 
Bay Lake Community picnic of lo. n- 
ing money at 6 per cent to enah'.e 
farmers to buy blooded stock, et*., 
was not lived up to. 
The investigating committee 
re­ 
port which was adopted states: "We 
find that the banks in question have 
compiled with the offer they made 
to loan money to the farme rs at 6 
per cent on approved seeurity, for the 
purpose of purchasing good cows and 
building silos. 
"And in only one case have they 
been obliged to refuse to do so and 
this ou s from the fact of insufficient 
security. 
That they have bereft rnak 
lug loans prior to the* picnic at Bay 
Lake and are still willing to do so. 
"That the manager of the* Farm 
e rs Produce Co. made np complaint 
nor did lo give any information in 
this matter beyond that of saying. 
'That he knew of no cows having 
been bought with 6 per cent money 
in answer to Mr. Livingston's ques­ 
tion as to tile above,’ 
"That the County Agent sa>s he 
has beard no complaint among the 
farmers. 
And only answered a que s ­ 
tion when lie said ‘He* knew of none, 
that lie* die! not keep posted on the 
farmers’ business.’ 
"That It is a well known fact that 
bank deposits fluctuate* to such an e x 
tent during the different seasons of 
the year or from day to day that tile* 
falling tiff between statem ents cuts 
practically no figure in their ability 
to 
i lake* 
the 
loans as 
announced. 
They say they are able and still w ill­ 
ing to make the loans on approved 
security. 
"That the* letter of Mr. Livingston 


i is uncalled for and lacking in facts 
, as to the matter." 
Another report adopted concerned 
the pulp and paper mill.
